ETROIT, June 21. 
A world’s record for a 
stock model car was set at the 
General Motors proving 
grounds yesterday by a La 
Salle roadster with Willard 
Rades at the wheel. 

In 253 laps of the new speedway 
the La Salle did 955.65 miles in 10 
hours 4 minutes and 4% seconds, 
or an average of 95 miles an hour. 
The maximum speed for a single 
lap was 98.8 miles an hour. 

This engineering test of durability 
was witmessed and checked semi- 
officially by General Motors engi- 
neers and newspaper representa- 
tives, including one from the Auto- 
motive Daily News. 

The La Salle roadster used was 
strictly a stock model, except for a 
change to gear ratio of 3% and 
fenders and muffler removed.

Mr. Wetherill advocates the establishment of great ex- 
‘press and freight highways, proper for the volume of 
industrial traffic that must be moved. under modern condi- 
tions. “The highway,” he says, “must not be permitted to 
‘grow,’ but must be planned and the plan adhered to, if the 
highway is to serve to the best advantage.”

Manufacturing Center of West Soon 








OS ANGELES, June 21.—That 

this city is destined to become 
the rubber manufacturing center 
of the West is the prediction of 
H. M. Bacon, Pacific Coast man- 
ager of the B. F. Goodrich Rubber 
Company, which recently an- 
nounced its intention of building 
a $4,000,000 branch plant in this 
city.

Special from A, D. N. Washington Bureau 
y ASHINGTON, June 21.—Crude 

rubber imported through the

Massachusetts during May aver- 
aged 37.63 cents a pound, the rub- 
ber division of the Department of 
Commerce announced on the basis 
of preliminary returns. 

A total of 69,431,227 pounds, or

This 
organization for promoting the welfare of motor car owners 
came into being in 1902. 

it is interesting to not something of the progress in 
motoring that has been achieved in the twenty-five years 
that have passed since this great national organization made 
a modest beginning. In 1902 the total registration of motor 
vehicles in this country was 23,000, and the manufacturers 
that year produced 9,000 vehicles, not two day’s output by 
the Chevrolet company at its present rate of production. At 
that time we used to look forward to the day when there 
would be 100,000 motor cars in this country, and it was to 
take three years more to reach that mark. In 1902 the 
adventurous motorist who wanted to make a really long 
tour set sail over dreadful roads for the nearest town—say, 
ten miles away. If he got back from that argosy, his local 
paper gave him the first page. I[f he made the return trip 
on the same day he got a banner head. 

Today it is a poor town of 100,000 people which does not 
register more than 23,000 motor cars. Transcontinental trips 
are a matter, of course, and if the driver finds a single mile 
of road as bad as the average of 1902, he will write to the 
papers about it. In 1902 there was a motor vehicle for 
about every 4,000 inhabitants of these United States. Today 
the ratio is a car for each five of us. 

{In all this development the American Automobile Asso- 
‘iation has had a part. From its modest beginning in 1902 
has grown to a great national organization with 600 affili- 
ated clubs and a total membership reaching out toward the 
million mark.

‘usiom of drivers of horse-drawn vehicles sitting on the 

right hand side of the seat in guiding the horses. 

In the old days when animal transport was the only 
nighway occupant, it made little difference where the driver 
sat. The right hand side of the driver’s seat was used irre- 
spective of what rules of the road were in vogue. Whether 
the driving rule kept the vehicle on the right or the left 
hand side of the road, made no difference, the driver always 
sat on the right hand side. With the coming of the swiftly 
moving motor vehicle, it gradually became obvious that in 
right hand moving traffic, the driver’s proper place was on 
the left. This change was made in this country during the 
years between 1910 and 1914. 

The left hand position for the motor vehicle driver 
became standard practice. Signaling with the left hand has 
become standard, and in swiftly moving motor traffic, it is 
important that drivers know exactly where to look for indi- 
cations of intention to turn, stop, etc.. by other users of the 
road. 

With the driver of a horse-drawn vehicle sitting on the 
right, he cannot signal in the accepted fashion and 
undoubtedly accidents have occurred simply because of this

fact. Mr. Elliott states his case as follows: “Many accidents! with the automobilé industry, en- 


have been due to the fact that motor car drivers could not 
see a signal given by drivers of horse-drawn vehicles. Many 
of these vehicles have been overturned by automobiles and 
the drivers seriously or even fatally injured. It is therefore 
reasonable to assume that horse-drawn vehicle drivers will 
see the wisdom of adopting this new rule for their own pro- 
tection, as well as for the safety of the other users of the 
Highways.”

Spain was the lead- 
ing buyer with 3,034 chassis, fol- 
lowed by England with 2,564, and 
Switzerland with 1,362. : 

While there is still a large field 
for sales in France and manufac- 
turers benefit by a tariff protection 
of over 50 per cent—which will be 
increased greatly in the case of the 
cheaper cars if the new tariff is 
passed—it is acknowledged here 
that the excessive depreciation of 
the franc in recent years plus the 
duty has brought too many auto- 
raobile factories into being and that 
sooner or later there will have to 
be concentration if the foreign 
market is to be held. 

Even a mass producer like Renault 
constructs twenty-five different 
models and is persistently changing 
these models or suppressing them 
and introducing new ones. So long 
as the tariff remains high, this con- 
centration and standardization will 
be delayed, because the home market 
will suffice to keep the small firms 
going. ; 

But there are those who argue that 
the industry and the public would 
really benefit if the tariff were re- 
moved or at least cut in half, for 
then half the existing firms would 
disappear and the rest be forced to 
adopt American methods of manu- 
facture so that they could produce 
more cheaply. It is calculated that 
it needs two workmen in France to 
turn out a single car a year while 
in the United Siates one worker can 
turn out twelve. The current out- 
put is less than 200,000 annually 
and the number of men employed by 
the trade about 350,000.
